ATTENDED BY RECORD CROWD 


INDING up in a blaze of glory, was 

how Illustrious Potentate Lionel 
G. H. Palmer felt after the Fall Ceremonial 
of Aleppo, November 29, which was his 
last meeting of the year. And he had every 
right to feel so as this particular Cere- 
monial will go down in Aleppo history as 
one of the outstanding Ceremonials ever 
held in Boston. The “Pote” has been re- 
ceiving the congratulations of hundreds of 
Nobles who attended, especially several 
Past Potentates who know what it means 
to put over a big Shrine Ceremonial, and 
have it “click” in every department. 

The Nobility were in the mood to make 
and enjoy a big time as over 4,000 red 
fezzed, happy Sons of the Desert poured 
into Mechanies Building to make it a 
record crowd for several years. 

The afternoon business meeting and 
ritual work by the Ritualistic Degree 
Team saw another big class of nearly 300 
candidates receive the blessings of Allah 
and cross the outer boundaries of the “Hot 
Sands of the Desert.” Needless to say, 
the Ritual Team did its usual splendid job 
and any Shriner joining Aleppo Temple 
is fortunate indeed to be initiated by this 
nationally known, famous Shrine Ritualis- 
tic Degree Team. Thanks to Bill Mills 
and his dramatie artists. 

Following up the afternoon ritual work 
the Nobility stormed the banquet hall and 
for two hours partook of a feast that only 
our Aleppo Steward, Bill Murray, his 
capable assistant, Rudy Wismer, and their 
corps of workers, could provide. And 
again we pay tribute to the King of 
Caterers, Andy Seiler for a job well done. 

The evening meeting likewise was a 
standout and one long to be remembered 
by those who attended. A complete 
change of scenery and new decoration 
greeted the Nobles as they entered Grand 
Hall. The stage which was completely 
covered with oriental rugs made an appro- 
priate background for the Illustrious Po- 
tentate who presided with great splendor 
and nobleness, and his Divan officers. 

An innovation was that of putting the 
Shrine Band on elevated platforms on the 
stage, augmented by a Hammond Electric 
Organ skillfully handled by that sterling 
organist, Noble Harry E. Rodgers. 

An impressive Memorial Ceremony was 
held at the altar during the evening meet- 

ing in memory of thirteen members who 
died serving in the armed forces during 
World War IT. Assisting in this ceremony 


were many of Aleppo’s 447 Service Vet- 
erans who, dressed in their uniforms, 
formed a crescent around the altar with 
the Arab Patrol, while Potentate Palmer 
read the roll of the Gold Star members. 
As each name was read a burning taper was 
extinguished on the stage, followed by 
taps and the singing of the Vacant Chair 
by the Aleppo Choir. 

During the evening ceremonies the Arab 
Patrol, under Major Vaughan’s sterling 
leadership, ably assisted by Captain 
William F. Sharpe, Jr., held the attention 
of the Nobility with many intricate and 
fancy drill maneuvers, ending up with 
special features by Platoons. 

The Patrol finale showed a large scimiter 
and crescent reaching across the entire 
Grand Hall floor, made completely from 
the coats and jackets of the patrol men. 
This Shrine insignia was all performed like 
clock work as the men from different sec- 
tions of the Patrol walked up and very 
deftly placed a part of his colored uniform 
in the proper location. For their efforts 
in creating this unique innovation, which 
took many hours of study and work, the 
Patrol received a grand round of applause 
from the thousands of Nobles in the hall. 

The closing hour of this Ceremonial was 
given over to the Degree Staff, known by 
many candidates in the past as the 
“wrecking Crew.” Director Watson and 
his hard working “initiators” turned on 
the heat and poured on the oil for a solid 
hour of “entertainment,” the likes of 
which no class of candidates in Aleppo has 
ever seen. According to one candidate 
who was fortunate enough to be among 
the “chosen few” who were used as “‘work- 
ing material,” “some of the Wrecking 
Crew must sit up nights thinking up new 
ways to ‘impress’ the candidates that they 


are joining an organization that is truly 
different.” 

Taking care of nearly fifty husky candi- 
dates and seeing that they are properly 
introduced into the mysteries of Shrine- 
dom while several thousand Shriners yell 
for more, is no easy job and Director 
Watson and the members of the Degree 
Staff deserve great credit for their one 
hour of “red hot” floor work at this 
Ceremonial. 

Illustrious Potentate Palmer should feel 
very proud of his official family of elected 
and appointed officers, committeemen and 
workers, who carried out his orders and 
ideas to perfection which made this a ban- 
ner ceremonial and an outstanding success. 

Illustrious Potentate William B. Nulty, 
Kora Temple, Lewiston, Maine, was given 
the honor of taking the review during the 
evening parade and review by the Uni- 
formed Units. 

Among the other Shrine Officers who 
participated in this meeting was Chief 
Rabban Carl A. Riebling of Ismalia 
Temple, Buffalo, General Freight Agent 
of the New York Central Railroad, who 
attended the Ceremonial with two of his 
business associates; Noble Earle E. Peirce, 
Vice President and General Passenger 
Agent of the New York Central Railroad, 
and Noble A. E. Yarlott, General Superin- 
tendent of Dining Service of the railroad. 
Noble Yarlott was for many years Steward 
of Aleppo Temple and Noble Peirce who 
is also a member of Aleppo was for many 
years a member of the Second Platoon of 
the Arab Patrol. 

During the floor work of the Patrol, 
Noble Peirce addressed his former asso- 
ciates from the platform which brought 
back memories of his association with the 
Nobles on the Patrol years ago.

ERE we are again with the last broad- 
cast of the year 1946. ; 

The band did a good job at the Fall 
Ceremonial, and we had the pleasure of 
greeting some of the “oldtimers.” While 
wandering around the hall before the 
evening concert started we met Noble 
George Pond, who used to play the bass 
horn but who has not been active for 
several years. George was in the lumber 
business but retired during the war. He 
was looking fine and fit. Then after the 
band had finished its duties and we were 
getting out of uniform, along came Noble 
“Bert” Rideout, one of the old time drum- 


mers. “Bert” is traveling auditor for a - 


big insurance society and only sees his 
home occasionally. He sure does cover a 
whale of a lot of territory. Meeting these 
two former members of the band brought 
up memories of the old days. 

Another important event that carried 
us back over the years was when Station 
WBZ telebrated its 25th anniversary on 
Tuesday, November 26th, with an “Old 
Timers’ Night,” and the band was called 
on to broadcast a band number on the 
program. This broadcast was made from 
the band room at Aleppo Headquarters, 
and the march was “Invincible America.” 
The announcement introducing the band 
was approximately as follows: “In 1915 
Noble Louis Harlow of Aleppo Temple of 
the Mystic Shrine, an old time drummer 
and fifer, together with a group of other 
Nobles who were drummers, conceived the 
idea of organizing a Fife and Drum Corps, 
and Noble Harlow secured the approval 


of the late Walter W. Morrison, who at 
that time was Potentate of Aleppo. 

Noble Harlow organized the Fife and 
Drum Corps in the spring of 1915, and 
later in the season this musical unit, con- 
sisting of 14 drums, 7 fifes, bass drum and 
cymbals, attended the National Shrine 
Convention in Buffalo, New York. 

Noble Harlow from time to time added 
other instruments, some of which were 
invented by himself, until in 1920 he had 
a band of over 200 musicians. He directed 
the band from 1915 until 1929, when he 
retired, and passed away 10 years later. 
Noble Walter M. Smith, Sr., one of the 
greatest cornet soloists in the world, suc- 
ceeded him in 1929 as Shrine Band Leader 
and Conductor, and directed the band un- 
til his death in September, 1937, at the 
age of 46 years. Noble Walter M. Smith, 
Jr. succeeded his father as leader, and for 
the past 9 years has directed the band. 
He is directing this Nationally known 
musical organization tonight, from its 
band room in the Shrine headquarters in 
Mechanics Building, Boston. 

The band appeared on the program at 
the opening of Station WBZ 25 years ago, 
and for several years thereafter, every 
Monday evening from its band room on 
Devonshire Street, Boston, broadcast a 
half hour of band music over this station, 
which, like the shot at Lexington was 
“heard around the world.” 


The band has made four trips from coast 
to coast, and has played in every import- 
ant city in the United States and Canada. 

When appearing in Shrine convention 
parades, the spectators always knew 
Aleppo was present when they heard com- 
ing up the street this great band of 200 
musicians playing their own tune, written 
by one of their own members, entitled 
“Here Comes Aleppo.” And so once again 
tonight we simply say “HERE COMES 
ALEPPO.”

F ANYONE in the United States be- 
lieved that the defendants in the 
Nuremburg trials should have been turned 
over to Russia for such disposition as that 
which Soviet Russia would have made of 
them, then that impression is wrong and 
should be dismissed according to Lieuten- 
and Colonel Frank B. Wallis, one of the 
chief members of the staff of Attorney 
General Jackson at those trials. Mr. 
Wallis, who is a Boston attorney, spoke 
before a capacity crowd of 600 members of 
Aleppo Temple and their guests at the 
final Shrine Luncheon of the season held 
in the Hotel Statler, Boston, Monday, 
November 25, and drew a dramatic picture 
of all that went on at the trials of the “war 
criminals.” 

Wallis told of a meeting of the Big Four 
at which the plans were being made for 
the formal indictment, in the drawing up 
of which he played an important part, and 
said that the head of the Russian delega- 
tion, General Rodenko, moved that all 
evidence should be turned over to the de- 
fendants and their counsel two months 
before the trials in order that, as the Rus- 
sian said, “a full and fair trial shall be 
given them, something that you Americans 
do not intend giving them.” Rodenko 
said, “It is absolutely essential that these 
defendants shall have such a trial, 
Americans are doing everything you ean 
to block it.” According to Wallis, the
